SOME  HISTORIC  DATA 


N placing  before  the  public  our  second  edition  of  “From  Forest  to  City,”  it  is  very 

opportune  to  present  some  incidents  of  historic  value  which  have  transpired  during  the 

rise  and  growth  of  Woodstock. 

We  are  informed  that,  at  the  expiration  of  the  eighteenth  century,  Woodstock  had 
attained  to  the  proud  position  of  being  designated  on  the  map  of  Canada  as  “the 
westerly  portion  of  the  County  of  York,  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  River  La  Tranch, 
and  opposite  the  Township  of  Oxford,”  and  was  called  the  “Town  Plot.” 

Indifferent  progress  marked  the  growth  on  the  site  of  the  present  city  until  1833,  when  the 
advent  of  Captain  Drew  and  Major  Barwick  stirred  the  latent  ambitions  of  those  earlier  settlers  into 
earnest  activity,  and  ere  long  Woodstock  had  attained  village  proportions. 

Capt.  Drew  was  shortly  followed  by  Rear  Admiral  Vansittart  and  by  that  plethora  of  cultured 

English  gentlemen  whose  wealth  and  influence  established  Woodstock  as  dominating  in  an  especial 

degree  the  character  of  this  western  portion  of  country. 

During  the  troublesome  times  of  ’37-’38  the  loyalty  and  courage  of  Woodstock’s  citizens  were 
conspicuous,  and  were  graciously  acknowledged  by  the  British  Government.  From  this  time  forward 
the  village  thrived,  and  as  time  passed  on  incorporation  marked  another  milestone  of  its  progress. 

In  the  year  1852,  the  birth  of  the  Town  of  Woodstock  was  celebrated  by  the  erection  of  the  present 
Town  Hall  and  the  Market.  Many  industries  of  divers  natures  have  established  themselves  within  its 
borders,  and  so  essential  have  their  products  become  in  the  marts  of  the  world  that  to-day  the  maiden  city 
of  Canada  makes  its  debut,  on  the  threshold  of  a new  century,  as  “ The  Industrial  City.” 

Woodstock  developed  naturally  with  the  growth  of  the  Dominion,  and  the  refinement  and  culture  of  its 
earliest  settlers,  together  with  the  brawn  of  its  later  Scotch  and  Irish  citizens,  formed  and  gradually  earned  for 
it  a character  that  has  commanded  an  increasing  recognition  and  respect  from  the  other  progressive  Canadian 
communities.  With  such  a past  and  vigorous  industrial  present  the  brightest  of  futures  is  broadening  before 
it.  The  new  city  will  work  out  its  higher  destiny  and  its  present  citizens  will  bequeath  to  their  successors  an 
enviable  record  of  social  advancement  and  industrial  enterprise. 

The  public  improvements,  fine  business  buildings,  educational  and  religious  advantages  are  the  pride  of 
us  all  ; while  the  many  beautiful  private  residences  which  abound  throughout  the  city  are  a tribute  to  energy 
and  thrift, lending  a lustre  and  grace  to  the  shrine  of  “ home,  sweet  home.”  E.  B.  B.
